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INQUESTS. 


DEATH FROM INJURY TO THE 
BRAIN. 


That death was due to injury to the brain, 
possibly caused by falling on the street, was 
the verdict recorded by Pr. Louis Byrne, 
City Coroner, at an inquest in Jervis Street 
Hospital, Dublin, vesterday, on the body of 
James Campbell (67), of 17 Whitworth road, 
who was brought to the hospital on January 
5 last in an unconscious condition. He died 
on January 6. 

Guard Greyg stated that at 5.30 cn 
January 5, while on duty in Bolton street, 
man sitting en the steps of the 
house, 1 North King street. The occupier of 
the house (Mr. O’Reilly) came on the scene 
and told witness that he knew Campbell and 
would look after him. Campbell was then 
taken into O’Reilly’s house. The-man was 
perfectly consciou- at the time and showed 
no injuries, 

Michael ©’Reilly, 1 North King street, 
stated that he went to the door of his house 
and saw Campbell, whom he knew well, 
speaking to the last witness. Witness under- 
took to look after him, and brought him into 
the house. At that time there were no inju- 
ries noticeable on the deceased man’s face, 
but later in the night witness saw bruises on 
the face, and as Campbell did not appear to 
improve, he had him conveyed to hospital. 

Dr. McGrath, house surgeon, Jervis Street 
Hespital, said that when Campbell was ad- 
mitted to hospital he was unconscious, and 
did not regain consciousness. Witness found 
both eyes bruised and the underline brain 
was lacerated. The injury to the brain was 
sufficient to cause death. -

The Coroner found as stated. and added 
that there was no evidence to show how the 
deceased man came by his injuries. 


PULMONARY TUBERCUZOSIS. 

At an inquest held at the Morgue, Dublin, 
yesterday, Dr. Louis. Byrne. City Coroner, 
returned a verdict of “ death from pulmonary 
tuberculosis’ in the case of John Joseph 
McDonough (45). who died at his residence. 
21 Dargle road, Drumcondra, on January 7. 

Mr. Gerald McDonough identified the re- 
mains as those of his brother, wlio, he said, 
suffered from chronic asthma. 

Answering the Coroner, the witness said 
that no doctor was called to see his brother 
for some time past, as a doctor could do him 
no good. 

Dr. Oswald J. Murphy, who made a 
post-mortem examination of the remains, said 
that there was a superficial truise on the left 
side of the forehead. There were traces of 
blood in the mouth and on the cheeks. 
probably from the lungs. Death, in his 
opinion, was due to pulmonary tuberculosis. 

The Coroner found as stated, and added 
that, in his opinion, a doctor should have 
been called in to see the patient.

CHRISTMAS EVE RAID ON 
FARMER’S HOUSE. 


A Christmas Eve raid on a farmer’s house 
near Galway was described in the Galway 
District Court yesterday, when two young 
men, Roger Freeney, of Mountain West, 
Athenry, and Michael Moran, of Lisheenkyle, 
Athenry, were charged with armed robbery. 
Freeney being also charged with an assault 
on Thomas Leonard, an aged farmer, of 
Lydican, Claregalway. | 

Leonard, in his evidence, told how he and 
his servant man, Michael Fahy, were in his 
house at 8.30 on Christmas Eve when a knock 
cam; to the door, and, on Fahy going out, 
thre> men, ‘wo of whom were armed with 
double-barrelled shot guns, entered. They 
demanded money for a collection. Witness 
could not say if it was for the Republicans, 
but he gave them two shillings. They next 
demanded money from the servant man, but 
he gave them nothing. Fahy and witness 
were put into a corner of the kitchen with 
their faces to the wall, and the _ raiders 
covered them with their guns. Witness was 
told that if he did not give un his gun they 
would not, leave. 

PRODDED WITH GUN. 

Witness denied that he had a gun. One 
of the raiders searched the house, while 
another of the raiders. prodded witness with 
his gun in the back. Witness was searched 
and a pocket book containing thirty shillings 
was taken out of his pocket, as well as some 
keys. 

Witness add2d: ‘‘ The man who was prod- 
ding me in the corner got mv gun in the long 
run.” An overcoat was also takcn from 
vitness. The kitchen was lighted by Christ- 
mas candles, and witness knew the man who 
was prodding him, as he saw his face. The 
men were over an hour in the house, but as 
soon as they «ot the gun they left. 
had paid £5 15s. for his double-barrelled gun. 

IDENTIFICATION PARADE. 


The raiders also took away two pint bottles | 


of whiskey, two shirts and some bill-heads. 
On December 29 last witness attended at 
Lough George Guards Barrack. and, at a 
parade of civilians. he recognised the raider 
who had been prodding him with the gun. 
“I would recognise him through a key-hole,”’ 
remarked the witness. He identified this 
man as the pr‘soner Freeney, whose name he 
did not know. 

Sergeant Kiev, Lough George, stated that 
when arrested Moran said ‘“‘Righto!’’ Freeney 
said nothing. ' 

Freeney was returned for trial in custody 
to the Circuit Court, and informations were 
reíused against Moran.

SITES. 


GRANT SANCTIONED. 

At a meeting of the Pembroke Urban 
Council last night, a letter was read from the 
Free State Department of Local Government 
and Public Health, intimating sanction of a 
grant of £1,800 for the development of three 
housing sites—at Fairview, Meleady’s Field, 
and Havelock Field. Work already had been 
started on the two latter sites and at Irish- 
town road. 

Mr. Nolan said that the Council had 
employed only 100 men on the sites, while 
there were 400 unemployed on their register. 
The men were receiving only 23s. lld. a 
week, while men employed by the Dublin 
Corporation received 30s. weekly and, in 
addition, a hot dinner during the day. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. W. Brittain) said 
that the Committee that dealt with the 
matter had to act in accordance with the 
amount made available—£1,800. The Council, 
he said, could make an order for payment on 
work for the unemploved at the rate of SOs. 
for a half week and 50s. for a full week. 

Mr. Nolan said that that would meet the 
situation, and an order to that effect was 
made. 

TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION. 

Mr. Nolan moved that the decision of a 
previous meeting relative to the payment of 
the balance of rate to the Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee be rescinded, and that the 
£518 balance be paid over to the Committee 
forthwith. 

Mr. O'Sullivan seconded. 

The Chairman said that the Council be- 
lieved that the pensions to officials employed 
under the scheme were to come ont of the 
same fund as the salaries, since the liability 
for pensions had been thrown on the Council 
bv the Government under the last Act that 
was passed, instead of coming out of the 
central fund. It was as a protest against this 
that. the Council had refused -to pay the 
balance out of the twopenny rate. There 
were no finer technical schools in Ireland than 
those under the Pembroke Council. There 
had never been anv ill-feeling hetween the 
Council and the Technical Committee.

With reference to the presence of the 
two Archbishops of Dublin at Mr. Healy’s 
dinner on Saturday evening last, a corre- 
spondent writes to me that he cannot re- 
call the attendance 
of both of them at 
the same function, 
except on one pre- 
vious occasion, when 
Lord Plunket was 
the Protestant, and 
the Most Rev. Dr. 
Walsh the Roman 
Catholic, Archbishop. 
In 1896 a public 
reeting was held at 
the Mansion House 
to call upon the 
Government to give 
effect to the report of 
the Royal Commission 
or, the Financial Relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland, the Lord Mayor, R. 
F. McCoy, being in the chair. There was 
much previous speculation as to which 
Archbishop should occupy the seat on the 
right of the Chairman; questions of pre- 
cedence had great importance in those 
days. But the day before the meeting 
the Roman Catholic Archbishop informed 
the Lord Mayor that he had not the 
slightest objection to Lord Plunket’s 
having the seat of honour. 

Accordingly, at the meeting Lord 
Plunket was on the right and Dr. Walsh 
on the left. Lord Plunket, on rising to 
speak, got a great cheer, and among those 
supporting him on the platform were John 
Dillon, M.P.; Tim Harrington, M.P.; T. 
M. Healy, M.P., and The O’Conor Don, 
who had been a member of the Royal 
Commission, and its Chairman after the 
death of Mr. Erskine Childers. Ag 3.

DIVERTING DEVELOPMENT. 


A rather unexpected situation has 
arisen in connection with the Rent and 
Mortgage Interest Restrictions (Amend- 
ment) Act, which bécame law during the 
recent parliamentary session in Northern 
Ireland, and the smaller sections of sea- 
side ‘‘ profiteers’’ are wearing long visages 
as a result.of it. It seems that under the 
new provisions. dwelling-houses of £8 
valuation and under cannot legally be sub. 
let at a sum in excess of the existing 
lawful rents, even although they may le 
furnished, and this will naturally affect 
many cottages in towns around the coast 
which up to the present have been a 
valuable source of income to their owners 
during the summer months. Whether the 
law will be observed or not is another 
matter, but certainly visitors occupying 
such houses could claim a rebate if they 
wished, should they be charged an illegal 
price. However, tourists to the seaside 
are not likely to inauire too closely, and 
all may be well. But what about the 
bigger houses? Th» poorer people are not 
venerally blessed with an advocate to 
ouard their interests, and they are not 
exactlv friendly towards the authors of 
their discomfiture in this instance. The 
Act was intended as a protection, as it 
undoubtedly is in its main objects, and 
visitors on holiday and enjoying the sea 
breezes will at least be able to reflect 
comfortably on the old saying that it is an 
ill-wind that blows nobody any good. 


OPTIMISTIC MINISTER. 


In a review of legislation enacted by 
the Northern Parliament last year, the 
Minister of Finance a few days ago 
referred particularly to the Pensions Act 
which has just come into operation, 
the Trades Disputes Act and. the 
Amending Licensing Act, three measures 
he said, would stand out as 

and constructive achieve- 
ments of no small importance. Most 
people will agree with his com- 
ments regarding the Sunday closing ol 
public-houses and the removal oi the 
bona fide traveller nuisance. He pointed 
out that the province is a model of sobriety 
unsurpassed by any country in Fnrope 
or America, a fact of which there 1s 
abundant proof; for the consumption of 
alcoholic liquor is steadily decreasing 1 
the Six Counties, and a man under the 
influence of drink is but rarely seen. The 
prohibitionists of the North would be 
wisely advised not to disturb the politica! 
peace in this respect. It would also be 
well if they studied the appalling figure? 
of the deaths from alcoholic poisoning in 
New York, just published by the United 
States Department of Health, and compare 
them with the statistics of Northern 
ireland, where such a death is almost un- 
known. Mr. Pollock, who is himself a 
strong temperance reformer, 1s opposed t: 
local option as a proposal which woul: 
lead to social as well as to political 
disaster. He believes in

There was a sequel in the Belfast Police 
Court, yesterday to the recent discovery of a 
considerable quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion in a house at Ballymurphy, Whiterock 
road, Belfast, when a young man, Michael 
O’Donnell, was charged, under the Firearms 
Act, in connection with the discovery, and 


returned for trial on bail at the Commission. 


THE CHARGE. 

The charge against the accused men read: 
“That during the period between 10th 
January, 1927, and Ist December, 1927, you 
had in your possession or under your control 
at your house at Ballymurphy. Belfast, the 
following firearms, ammunition, and explosives 
with intent, by means thereof, to endanger 
life or cause serious injury to property, viz. : 
84 detonators, 9 rifles (various makes), 1 
Thompson machine gun, 1 sword bayonet, 1 
range finder, 1 automatic pistol, 7 revolvers, 
4 revolver holsters, 90 hand grenades, 2lb. 
tin cordite, 28lb. explosive, ‘* Warflour,’’ 1.704 
rounds rifle ammunition, 2,077 rounds revolver 
ammunition, 25 Verey lights, 1 pair hand- 
cuffs, llb. shot and slugs, 30 vite a ammunl- 
tion (assorted), 1,000 rounds Morris tube 
ammunition, 3 rounds shotgun cartridges, 1 
Lewis gun ammunition case, 1 tin gunpowder, 
65 rounds Winchester rifle ammunition.’’ 

Accused man was further charged with 
having the above-mentioned arms and am- 
munition knowingly in his possession under 
such circumstances as to give rise to a reason- 
able suspicion that he had not it under his 
control for a lawful purpose. 

Head Constable Duffy deposed to arresting 
the accused man at his home in Britton’s 
Drive, On being cautioned he said: “ That 
is not correct; it was 22nd January that I 
went into Corr’s house.”

Too Many Books, 


The Bodleian Library at Oxford—the 
oldest and, perhaps, the most famous of 
British libraries—is in sore straits. Already 


it is nearly full, and within another decade | 


it will be packed, as the theatres say, “ to 
capacity.’’ The Bodleian is one of the 
few libraries—including that of Trinity 
College, Dublin—which, under the Copy- 
right Acts, are entitled to receive copies 
of all books printed in these islands. Now 
it must find further space, and the ques- 
tion is whether the additional building 
shall be merely an annexe or an entirely 
new library which would cost something 
like half a million pounds. Advocates of 
a new library plead that no other plan 
will save the Bodleian’s proud position 
as a “national library of deposit,’’ and 
that the State ought to furnish a subsidy. 
Advocates of the more modest proposal 
argue that there are whole classes of 
publications which the Library could 
reject without loss to Oxford; and they 
doubt the Government s readiness to find 
money for a big scheme. As The Times 
observes, the nation supports the British 
Museum, whose annexe at Hendon is 
already full. Moreover, the British 
Museum is compelled by Statute to 
admit all publications. We think that 
the Bodleian must decide, however regret- 
fully, to restrict its intake; indeed, we 
suspect that, if the production of books 
and newspapers continues at the present 
rate, even the British Museum soon may 
be unable to cope with it. Certainly no 
country will be able to afford more than 
one all-comprehensive library, and that 
ought to suffice. In this matter, after all, 
are we not slaves of tradition and too 
careful of posterity? We still attach to 
the printed word the reverence that it 
won when books were few, costly and, as 
a rule, good; but ninety-five per cent. of 
the present vast output of printed stuff 
is ephemeral and much of it is worthless. 
Why should we suffer it to burden the 
shelves of libraries or suppose that it~ will 
have the slightest interest for the hurry- 
ing generations of another century? A 
hundred years hence the whole world may 
consist of “listeners in” and “tele- 
visionists,’’ and reading may be a lost art. 
Furthermore, who will guarantee even the 
physical persistence of to-day’s printed 
matter? Ink and paper have ceased to be 
perdurable things. They are still black and 
stout in any seventeenth-century edition ; 
but, if we open a twenty-year-old novel, 
we find bleaching paper, fading ink, and 
death’s pale flag well. advanced ‘there. 


|. Al Revised Film. 

Hollywood has shown extraordinary 
ingenuity in its effort to be all things to 
all men. Its output is calculated to please 
all nations and to hurt nobody s feelings. 
Nevertheless, it cannot be expected to 
appreciate the -nicer susceptibilities of 
European countries or to understand that 
a film which appeals, say, to Germany 
may give.offence in England or France. 
Beau Geste, one of '‘Hollywood’s most 
successful and most artistic productions, 
is a case in point. It is being presented 
at Warsaw, and, in deference to a request 
conveyed by the French Embassy, the 
Polish Foreign Ministry has required 
certain changes in the film. As most 
people know, the three English brothers 
who join the French Foreign Legion are 
pukka sahibs, while their French 
comrades, on the whole, are a rough and 
tough lot. At Warsaw the three brothers 
have been turned into Frenchmen in order 
that indiscriminating Poles may not be 
tempted to make an invidious contrast 
between the two nationalities. The 
brothers’ ancestral home is transferred to 
the Midi; they are renamed Moreau, and 
their aunt, Lady Ursula, becomes the 
Comtesse Elvira. These changes, how- 
ever, affect only the sub-titles—not the 
picture itseli—with the result that guile- 
less Poles leave the theatre in a state of 
some bewilderment. They may not have 
detected the studied anglicisms of the 
brothers Moreau, but they are puzzled 
when the Union Jack is used for ' Viking 
obseguies.” They cannot understand why 
the youngest Moreau insists upon 
whiskey, rather than wine, at a Marseilles 
bar, “because I am a Frenchman’”’ ; 
and they fail utterly to “place ' the—even 
to them—obviously Anglican clergyman 
who is spiritual adviser to the chdteau. 
Curiously enough, the French Embassy 
does not seem to have demanded any 
transmogrification of the villain of the 
piece, the French sergeant, Lejaune. 
Perhaps, “it felt that, despite his ferocity 
and wickedness, he was an advertisement 
for the Legion in so far as he was “ a first- 
class fighting man.” 


SIR T. BEECHAM ON HIS 
INTERVIEW. 


‘ “MOST INADEQUATELY 
REPORTED."’ 


‘‘It is hard to tell at the moment, from 
the reports in the English Press, but it is 
quite clear that my interview to the New 
York newspapers was most inadequately re- 
ported.’’ The sentence above was part of 
a cable received from Sir Thomas Beecham 
yesterday by the London representatives of 
the Imperial League of Opera, in reply to 
English criticisms of the interview, which 
bad been cabled to him.

A FILM OF. THE WEEK. 


. WAR HAWKS" AT THE 
METROPOLE. 


Fashions in film productions are as variable 
as in female attire, and just now there is a 
“run ” on war stories and features. Pro- 
ducers in Hollywood are like so many sheep 
—as soon as one makes a successful venture 
la any particular direction others follow in 
their eagerness to rake in portion of. the 
spoils. It is lke the measles—there is no 
escape until all have been. through the 
epidemic. 

‘War Hawks,” at the Metropole Cinema, 
Dublin, is a Universal production, under the 
direction of Carl Laemmle, and it seeks to 
present an aspect of the Great War as seen 
from the point of view of the flying men who 
took part in it. These aviators are presented 
as a dare-devil crowd who vary their flights 
and fights with flirtations and carousals— 
their outlook being no further ahead than 
their next flight. The film suggests that 
there was a special cameraderie among these 
fliers, embracing even those on opposite sides. 
There is the incident of the German ‘“ace’’ 
dropping a wreath as a tribute to the 
memory of the American flyer whom he had 
killed on the previous day. 

The story itself is rather unreal and far- 
fetched, but it affords opportunity for excit- 
ing examples of ‘‘stunt’’ flying and aerial 
acrobatics. The air fights are cleverly pre- 
sented. A couple of big thrills are the 
escape of the hero by jumping with a para- 
chute to the ground and the head-on ram- 
ming of the German “ace.”

SCOTLAND. 


LORD ROSEBERY’S GIFT OF 
RARE BOOKS.

DISPLAY BY ITALIAN

THE THAMES FLOODS.

It is said in political circles that the 
Prime Minister, immediately on his return 
to London, will set up an inquiry into the 
causes of the recent disaster. It is hoped, 
however, that any such inquiry will have 
to consider nothing but the actual cause; 
otherwise its findings will be delayed for 
many months. So many bodies have to 
share the responsibility. of looking after 
the River Thames that, if evidence had to 
be taken from them all, an inquiry might 
drag on for years. The public is anxious 
to have an assurance that steps wil] be 
taken without delay to avert a repetition 
of the disaster, with its heavy death roll. 
In other circles there are many move. 
ments. The Lord Mayor held a meeting «| 
the Borough Mayors at the Mansion House 
to-day, with the idea of making th,» 
Mansion House the sole depository oi 
benefactions for the sufferers. A meeting 
of London members of Parliament also :: 
being arranged by Sir William Bul). 


Need for Co-ordination. 


A lesson of the flood disaster in London 
is that the matter of the drainage of the 
Thames must be dealt with as a whole 
Various authorities at present are. con- 
cerned with the matter. Land drainave 
is a question for the Ministry of Agricy|- 
ture; sanitation comes under the Minis- 
try of Health; the upper reaches are 
looked after by the Thames Conservaney ; 
while the lower portion is administered by 
the Port of London Authority, whose con- 
necting link with Parliament is the Board 
of Trade. The London County Council, 
the various borough councils, the Corpora- 
tion of London, and the City of West- 
minster are other authorities concerned in 
some way or other with the river. The 
case for co-ordinated effort is clear, and it 
is possible that the powers of the Port of 
London Authority may be extended, sub- 
ject to general control by the Board of 


Trade. 
A High lide 


Should the suggestion of a Royal Coni- 
mission to inquire into the Thames flood 
materialise, the members of the Commis- 
sion should make their first business a 
walk along the Grosvenor road to examine 
the condition of the ancient stone parapet 
which “ gave ” under the pressure of las! 
Saturday's high tide. They would dis- 
cover the real cause of the disaster which 
has overtaken the Metropolis. Huze 
rowds still throng the rivér sides watch 
ing the rise and fall of the tide, and while 
away the time by feeding the sea gulls 
driven inland by the wintry weather 
Great anxiety is felt as to the early tide 
of to-morrow morning, since-it should be 
the last of the danger series, and many 
people were preparing to sit up all night. 
lt is feared that the waters will rise as 
rapidly as they did on Saturday, and there 
is no disposition to listen to those who 
express an opposite opinion 


A Way Out. 


It is possible that Lord Desborough. 
Chairman of the Thames Conservancy, 1s 
correct in his assumption that ‘it was a 
tidal wave, and not the flood waters of 
the Thames alone, which caused the recent 
disaster. It is stated that the tidal Thames 
on Saturday morning almost amounted to 
a tidal bore rushing in from the North 
Sea, and it began down the river and not 
up. In such circumstances it is impossible 
for the. Port of London Authority or the 
Thames Conservators to do anything. The 
only way to prevent a recurrence of such 
a disaster would be to carry out a scheme 
recommended by Lord Desborough twenty. 
one years ago—to build a barrage across 
the river from Tilbury to Gravesend. 
There would be several locks in the 
barrage, which, of course, would be a very 
big affair <A fine reach of water from 
Tilbury to Teddington would result, but 
there would be considerable delay at the 


docks. 
London s Danger. 


The disaster of last Saturday morning ha 
revealed to many people a fact that com- 
paratively few recognised—namely, that 
there are many large patches of London 
below the level of ordinary high tides 
which are protected only by ‘artificial em- 
bankments. Lambeth, parts of West- 
minster and Fulham contam many houses 
bel w high-water mark. All these houses 
are not occupied by exclusively poor 
people; for there are many expensive 
blocks of flats, with basements occupied 
as dwellings. It is not so very many years 
ago since South London in the neighbour 
hood of Lambeth and’ Westminster 
periodically suffered from flooding, while 
one of the principal thoroughfares in 
South London is still called Newington 
Causeway, a designation dating from the 
times when it was the only safe passage 
over the water-logged marshes of the 
neighbourhood. 


Mr. Healy's Speech. 


The remarks of the Free State Governo! 
General last Saturday evening with regi 
to the non-interference of the Britis? 
Government in Irish affairs have beet 
noted with considerable interest on this 
side, while his kindly references to th: 
King have evoked an even warmer feeling. 
It is true that the speech, in the cireun 
stances, was not one of first-rate import 
ance: but its human. touches have had ? 
far greater effect on this side than any 
number of more set and deliberat 
utterances. Treland once again is being 
discovered bv the English. and speeches 
like that of Mr. Healy will help to hea! 
the soreness inflicted bv events now nearly 
forgotten. At the same time, “Tim 
Healv alwavs was a favourite vith th 
English public, even in his most 
nacious moods. 


The Lane Pictures. 


Inquiries as to the safety of the Lane 
collection, which is housed in the Roya: 
Gallery of British Art at Millbank, one 
of the public buildings suffering in tii 
flood, are many. and it 1s satisfactory to 
relate that the collection was not affected 
The Lane pictures were beyond flood 
reach being on the first floor, and I am 
assured by Sir Charles Holmes, tlie 
Director of the Gallery, that the collection 
is perfectly safe.

The tide yesterday was a few inches 
higher than the normal spring tide, and a 
very clear idea could be obtained during a 
trip down the river of the possible dangers 
at various points of the river in the event 
of a recurrence of the conditions which 
brought about last Saturday's floods.

Working 
his way up from the bottom rung of the 
ladder, he became superintendent of the 
line, and was subsequently promoted 
traffic manager. He became commercial 
manager of the Great Southern Railways 
in 1924.

This, ~however, has not always been 
observed, and there have been. contests for 
most of the vacancies that have arisen. 
In connection with the existing vacancy 
I understand that Mr. Johnson has been 
requested to stand by representatives of 
various interesis, who realise that his 
absence from the Oireachtas is a serious 
loss. In these circumstances. Mr. 
Johnson has consulted with his friends, 
I am told, and ‘‘ will agree to allow his 
name to go forward provided that there 
is substantial support forthcoming for his 
candidature, particularly from the group 
to. which the Earl of Mavo belonged.’’

CERTIFICATES. 


WHAT WILLEREE STATE 
OFFER IN JUNE? 
: so “4 


In June next the first issue of the Free 


‘State Savings Certificates will mature, and 


purchasers who five yéars ago bought certi- 
ficates at 15s. 6d. each will be entitled to 
receive £1 for every one they hold. 

Since the inception of the scheme 
£5,268,261 has been subscribed, repre- 
senting an issue of 4,088,079 certificates. 
Repayments already have been made to 
the amount of £526,331, of which £503.206 
has been principal and £23,125 interest, 
leaving the cash balance remaining in- 
vested £2,741,930. The gross sales repre- 
sent the sum of £1 Is. 11d. per head of 
the population of the Free State. 

There is some speculation as to what 
steps, if any, will be taken by the Govern- 
ment to induce certificate holders to re- 
invest their money. It is understood that 
a special committee met in September last 
to consider the situation and devise plans 
to attract investors. Their report, it is 
understood, is at present under considera- 
tion of the Ministry of Finance, and it is 
expected that a statement as to future 
policy with regard to the Savings Certifi- 
cates will be presented to Dail Eireann 
soon after it reassembles. 


WHAT BRITISH GOVERNMENT DID. 

It will be of interest to certificate 
holders to note what the English Govern- 
ment did in similar circumstances when 
their Savings Certificates began to come 
in. In England the first Savings Certifi- 
cates were issued in February, 1916, at 
the purchase price of 15s. 6d., which at 
the end of five years matured at £1. In 
November, 1918, the British Government 
decided to extend the period of this issue 
to 10 years, the 15s. 6d. certificate to 
mature at the end of the period at £1 
6s. Od. The “run on’’ principle applied 
to early purchases of 15s. 6d. certificates. 
In April, 1922, the second issue of British 
Savings Certificates took place, the pur- 
chase price on that occasion being 16s., 
which at the end of 10 years matures at 
£1 6s. Od. The third issue, in October, 
1923, also at 16s. for 10 years, matures 
at £1 4s. Od. and is now inn force 

When the first extended issue fell due 
in 1926 arrancements were made to extend 
it to March, 1932, or alternatively to allow 
investors to convert the certificates into 
41 per cent. Conversion Loan, repayable 
at par on Ist July, 1944, or into 4 per 
cent. National Savings Bonds. Interest in 
both these cases is paid without deduction 
of income tax, but the dividends must be 
included in the income tax returns. “The 
Conversion Loan Stock can be sold at the 
market price by making application to the 
Post Office (where it is registered). The 
Bonds cannot be sold and are not trans- 
ferable, save with the consent of the 
Postmaster-General, but at the end of 10 
years after the daa? of issue they will be 
repaid at the rate of £103 for every £100 
of Bonds. 

From the date of the first issue in 1916 
up to 31st December, 1927, the sales of 
British Certificates amounted to the huge 
sum of. £656,155,670, representing 
838 243,509 Certificates. Incidentally the 
sales amounted almost to the figure of 
England’s National Debt of £661,000,000 
at the end of the war; and they represent 
something like £15 per head of the 
population of Great Britain. 


A PROFITABLE INVESTMENT. 

It will be seen that the English investor 
in the original Savings Certificates 
has four courses open to him. He can 
realise in 1932. can convert his Certificates 
into the present issue at 1l6s., maturing 
at £1 4s. in ten years; he can take up 
Conversion Loan at 44 per cent., or he 
can take up 4 per cent. National Savings 
Bonds. | 

In the pre-Truce days, when British 
Savings Certificates were on sale in Ire- 
land, Certificates to the value of between 
seven and eight million pounds were 
bought. in thiscountry (including Northern 
Ireland). The new proposals for dealing 
with the Free State Savings Certificates 
might have attraction for the holders in 
the Saorstat of these early British 
Certificates. 

A transfer from British to Free State 
issue at the moment would appear to offer 
financial advantage to the investor. Take 
the case of a -man who in 1917 bought 
English Savings Certificates, which last 
vear (1927) matured at £100. If he 
allowed that £100 to remain on it would 
in 1932 mature a+ £119 5s If he con- 
verted it into present British issue at 16s.

HE correspondence concerning Irish 
hotels and the suggestion that they 
are so inefficient that we ought to choke 
off tourists until .they are better, has led 
the Secretary of the Irish Tourist 
Association to invite constructive and 
signed criticism. A considerable experi- 
ence of continental and Irish hotels has 
convinced me that the average hotel in 
this country does not conform with the 
standard expected by tourists and pro- 
vided by similar hotels on the Continent, 
and this apart from cooking and prices. 
At the same time I believe that the 
remedy is cheap and easily applicable, 
provided only that our hotel proprietors 
recognise what is wrong. 


MORE SUNLIGHT NEEDED. 


Our hotels are normally dark and 
gloomy, and this is the first character- 
istic that must strike every foreigner. 
It is true that we here get little more 
than half the sunlight that is enjoyed in 
Italy, but it is equally true that we do 
not use half of the sunlight that we 
might enjoy. In Denmark, where sun 
conditions are what they are here. the 
hotels concentrate upon making the most of 
it by nursing the cheeriness and .warmth of 
sunlight, paying every attention to aspect 
in dining-room and lounge. Here it is 
our custom deliberately to exclude the 
sun, hence our interiors are cheerless and 
dowdy. 

To suggest that this is easily remedied 
is not to propose the immediate addition 
of windows (altbouch every new lounge 
should be given twice as-many windows 
as have heretofore been allowed it), but 
we must aim at increasing the appear- 
ance of bright cheerfulness and abolish 
ruthlessly unnecessary interference with 
sunlight. Dar!: curtains, thick pile 
carpets brown paint, ‘ plushette ' 
upholstery in- an ill-lighted room give 
the impression c‘ fusty gloom. The 
tourist is accustomed to lounges where 
one side is probably. entirely glass, to 
enclosed courtvards where he can sit in 
the sun. but out of the wind, to licht 
rugs and thin washable curtains and 
covers—in short, to accessories that are 
readily removed and cleaned. 


THE LACE CURTAIN. 


This method of decoration with 
or cream water-painted walls is obviously 
cheaper than the oil paint or paper of 
our walls and the thick frowziness of our 
curtains and covers. It is easy 
down or apply an extra coat to the 
tempered’’ wall, and, as for the thick 
curtains and carpets, it would be better 
boldly to abolish these dismal] heirlooms 
rather than allow them to depress our 
visitors.

COLOUR SCHEMES. 
So far we appear to have 
an interior, including, of course, 
room, that may be light and 
but is also unenterprising, and we must 
clearly make some use of colour. Colour 
schemes are the province of the expert, 
but certain broad principles can be laid 
down. For example, al! half tones, such 
as pinks and mauves, are dangerous, and 
it is far safer to concentrate on brilliant 
touches of true colour, signal red, clear 
blue, ia e green, orange, violet, running 
these in thir lines on projecting mould: 
ings or picking out small architectural] 
details. Schemes in black on white or 
red on black are extremely effective if 
properly done. Large expanses of wall 
should be in neutrals—white, creain, buff, 
or light grey, and the difficulty of keep- 
ing clean the lower parts of much used 
walls can be met by providing darker, 
or even black, dados. 

Realistic patterns, birds, branches and 
the like should be avoided in curtains and 
wall-papers. Inexpensive curtains are 
more effective in thin materials with bold 
stripes or geometrical patterns, and they 
give an opportunity for bright colouring 
such as is commonly found in sun-proof 
fabrics. It is best to rely on dark blinds 
for keeping the morning light out of bed- 
rooms rathe: than on heavy curtarns. 
Browns are effective in textiles, but are 
seldom satisfactory in oil paints. Brown 
oil paint has been our ruin, but brown 
stains and creosoted beams show up the 
vrain of the wood and we get a pleasant 
textile effect, avoiding the dullness of a 
brown painted surtace. 


A “SUN TRAP.” 


The normal Irish hotel has to perform 
a dual réle in catering for the summer 
tourist and the commercial] traveller, who 
also arrives in winter. It may safely be 
said that the latter would appreciate 
good colour schemes and cheerful 
interiors as much as the tourist, but he 
must be kept warm during .the winter, 
during which season, where there is, 1n- 
adequate heating, the carpets could be 
relaid if required. We may be sure that 
the commercial traveller would appreciate 
a ‘‘sun-trap’”’ during spring and autumn 
where he could smoke an after-brenkfast 
pipe. Every hotel im a tourist resort 
should aim at providing a loggia, if pos- 
sible with glass wind screens, where 
visitors could be served with lunch and 
tea in the sun or under the shade of a 
gay awning. 

These dare only the barest suggéstions, 
and it is not for me to stress the dis- 
infecting properties of sunlizht nor its 
importance to health. but every ~ hotel 
proprietor, in considering his tourist 
guest, should ask himself: “ Am I giving 
him ‘the enjoyment of al! available sun- 
light, and is my imterior as bright and 
cheerful as I can make 1t?’’

ANOTHER’S: POISON.

Sir Edwin Stockton; M.P.; outlined 
last night at a joint meeting of the Textile 
Institute and the Bradford Textile 
Society, at Bradford, what he considered 
the main causes which influenced fashions. 
and, as a consequence, had their effect on 
trade. They were six in number. and 
ranged from individual taste and inten- 
sive trade example to lecal] conditions and 
the financial situation in different 
countries: ! 

Short skirts for women and the turned- 
up trousers Íor men each had their effect 
cn trade. Less material in dresses added 
to unemployment worries. The turning 
up of trousers at the bottom gave the 
hosiery manufacturers a’ first-class oppor- 
tunity because it created a demand for 
the ‘fancy sock 

‘The. modern man of taste wants his 
socks exposed to view to harmonise with 
his trousers and the general scheme of his 
dress” said Sir Edwin. ‘You mas 
criticise him and say. ‘ How vain is man.’ 
but the fact remains that an artistic 
sock has its - attractions. When this 
fashion first came into vorue the demand 
for the new style of sock was so ‘reat that 
the branch of the hosiery trade responsible 
for it was very busy for some vears.”'

CONSTANT CHANGE HELPS TRADE. 

If people were to go on wearing the 
same old type of dress year in and year 
out, there would be far trade done 
than there was under the system in which 
every social leader who aspired to lead in 
respect of dress had, so to speak, to keep 
“en the jump”’ to be up to the fashions 
of the day. : 

Trade had to consider also the effect of 
fashions on what he might call local condi- 
tions, 

‘IT dare say if you went to Russia at the 
present time,” he said, “you would find 
that there was a boom in everything red, 
and that all other colours are at a 
discount.”’ 

The effect of fashion on trade could be 
analysed very easily. In cotton textiles, 
for instance, although there was no direct 
competition between the cotton product 
and the artificial silk product. it was 
remarkable how many manufacturers 
nowadays were either turning over to the 
latter commodity or using it in conjunc- 
tion with cotton textiles. 


COTTON-SILK POSSIBILITIES. 

“Tt cannot be denied that artificial] silk 
lends itself admirably to valuable -colla- 
boration with cotton, and I think that so 
far we have only touched the fringe of the 
possibilities of successful combination of 
these two textures.”’ 

In the woollen trade the artificia] silk 
industry had produced great changes. “I 
am told that it has practically killed 
what was known as the rag and shoddy,’ 
because people now want something better, 
which they can get almost as cheaply.”’ 

In every walk of life fashion was in a 
state of flux, not merly among women, but 
among . men. Mourning dress was no 
longer worn as much as it used to be. 

There were even modest eccentricities in 
dress clothes, and he looked for big de- 
velopments yet in that direction; in which 
artificial silk would play an important 
part. Much depended in evolving fashion 
on durability and not entirely on attrac- 
tiveness. Thus, in the case of men, it 
was not yet fully established, for in- 
stance, that artificial silk ties would prove 
a lasting success, because no one knew yet 
whether they would stand the twisting 
and turning which they always received. 
‘*Tf anyone does evolve an artificial silk tie 
which will prove satisfactory, then another 
fashion will have been created, and a large 
new trade will be developed.’’ 


ECCENTRICITIES. 

Everything pointed to the fact that 
change in fashion would become far 
more pronounced than it was now, not 
merely because taste varied, but because 
taste improved, and there were large 
nymbers now with improved tastes, and 
the better article often found the readiest 
market.

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FOUR BANDITS KILLED.

MEXICO CITY, Monday. 

Made desperate when he overheard that he 
was to be killed on Tuesday, Lyman Barber, 
au American .nining engineer, attacked and 
killed four of his guards on Saturday night, 
and escaped from the band of outlaws who 
had been holding him to ransom since he was 
captured on December 17th. 

For more tha: .hree weeks he had been 
eontinuously maltreated by his kidnappers. 
His clothes were torn to rags, and he was 
unable :o sleep at night owing to the cold in 
the mountains. Moreover, he was compelled 
to make long and frequent marches through 
the foothills as the bandits moved constantlv 
from place to place in oder to-avoid the 
Federal troops who were pursuing them. 

THE ESCAPE, 

The conversation which he overheard be- 
tween the bandit chief and his lieutenant, fix- 
ing his death for Tuesday, was the final 
straw, and Barber, awaiting his opportunity, 
and being armed ouly with stones and broken 
bottles. made ferocicus an attack upon his 
startled guards that in spite of the odds 
against him he killed all four of them and got 
away. : 

Stumbling, falling, scratching and bruising 
himself, he ran through the night, and at day- 
light reached a village where he was able to 
obtain a conveyance in which he travelled to 
Mexico City via Ouernavaca.

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SENATOR'S £40,000,000

NEW LEGISLATION TO. 
HELP FARMERS, 
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‘From REUTER $ CoRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 

Agricultural rehabilitation and a “' back to 
the land’’ movement is to be the focus of 
effort in Italy’s internal policy during this 
year now that the lira has been put on a 
rold basis. This is the latest decision of 
baí Mussolini, 

All previous agricultural credit legislation 
has been consolidated into one new law, and 
for dispensing agricultural credit the country 
has been divided up into ten agricultural 
banking districts, six being added to the four 
already existing. 

Under the new legislation Italy has at its 
disposal for agricultural credit . operations 
about two billion lira, to be used im actual 
crop production and marketing and for small 
improvements, 

the new decree also envisages the formation 
of a national consortium to supply credits for 
the big task of land reclamation which the 
Italian Government is about to undertake, 
according to details given me by Signor 
Beluzzo, Minister of National Economy.

Three work-girls lost their lives in a fire 
which broke out yesterday aiternoon at a 
warehcuse in Norwich. 

Exciting rescue scenes were witnessed 
during a fire yesterday afternoon in premises 
in West Campbell street, Glasgow. A young 
man was injured in jumping to safety. 

It was revealed at a Somerset inquest that 
a farmer and his wife had sacrificed their 
lives to save the lives of their children and 
a relative during a fire which destroyed their 
farmhouse, 


NORWICH OUTBREAK. 


THREE GIRLS SUFFOCATED BY 
FUMES. 

Three workgirls lost their lives in a fire 
which broke out suddenly yesterday afternoon 
at a warehouse in Norwich owned by Messrs. 
Leveridge, Bros. The dead girls are Blanche 
Emma Jefferies (31), forewoman’s assistant, of- 
Argyll street; Mary Ann Elizabeth Trowse 
(55), of Hall road, and Violet Maud Granados 
(21), of Mornington road. Miss Trowse was 
a member of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps during the Great War.

housemen, carrying on business in a street 
called Timberhill, which consists mostly of

Shortly before four o’clock a blaze of fire 
was observed issuing from a small room, 
only seven feet by seven, on the third and 
top floor of the building. Firemen, who were 
quickly on the spot, dashed up to the burning 
room and, finding some obstruction against. 
the door, forced their way in. One body lay 
just inside the door, the second was in the 
middle of the floor and the third lay near 
the window. ‘Their clothes were burned to 
and their faces were unrecognisable. 
The fumes given off by the burning stock 
were so pungent that the firemen were 


[t is presumed that the girls were suffocated 
by the fumes and that the incineration of 
bodies took place afterwards. Acocrd- 
ing to a police statement it was not till the 
brigade had arrived that it was realised that 
the girls mgh be :n the room. 

It .s a remarkable fact that owing to the 
smartness of the brigade in responding to the 
call the fire was confined to the room in 
which the girls were found.

BARRAGE SCHEME. 

He referred to a scheme advocated by 
Herbert Spencer fifty years ago of building a 
barrage across the river between Tilbury and 
Gravesend, with five or six locks in the 
centre. it would then have the most 
beautiful reach in the world from Tilbury to 
Teddington . 

'“ You cannot build that barrage in a day. 
What the Port of London, or any other 
authority, could do to stop the North Sea I 
do not know.

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DEATH TRAPS. 
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ACTS OF BRAVERY BY 
POLICE. 


Many acts of bravery performed by the 
police on the night of the flood are recorded 
in a police report which is in course of pre- 
paration. One paragraph states :—‘‘ Informa- 
tion was received that Miss Hinckley was in 
danger of drowning in the basement of No. 
22 Grosvenor road. The inspector endea- 
voured to effect a rescue. The water was 
over shoulder high, but making fast a rope 
to the stairs and the other end to his wrist 
he descended beiow the water in the base- 
ment and endeavoured to find the woman, 
but could not find her.’’ 

Later in the report a paragraph appears 
stating :—‘‘ The body of Miss Hinckley was 
revovered from the back garden of No. 22 
Grosvenor road.’’ Nothing more appears, 
but describing this incident a police officer 
told a Press representative that it was ob- 
vious that in the struggle to save herself Miss 
Hinckley became exhausted, or died from 
dicwning, and was eventually washed from 
the basement room through a passage into 
the back garden. 

There are many similar acts of heroism by 
the police described in the customary piain 
official language. 

More than 5,000 volumes in Braille belong- 
ing to the National Library for the Blind, 
Westminster, and worth about £8,000, were 
destroyed by Saturday morning’s flood. 

THE ALARM. 

“ The first intimation of the disaster,” the 
police report states, ‘‘ was received from 
Constable Jones, who, patrolling the junc- 
tion of Horseferry road and Lambeth Bridge, 
heard a loud report, and saw 71 “t of the 
embankment wall washed away. The water 
came pouring through the breach with 
such force that it was impossible’ to 
stand against it. He raised the alarm, 
and all available police on duty and 
the single men, mounted and foot, in 
the section house, numbering some one hun- 
dred and fifty, were marshalled. They, with 
the police already on duty, were despatched 
to the scene, and were there within half an 
hour of the time the alarm wi. raised.” 

Similar reports were rece1\ from Con- 
stables C: “enter and Salmon of similar cir- 
cumstances at the other end of the flooded 
area at the Tate Gallery. 

Immediately the police notified all resi- 
dents, the L.C.C. Architect, district sur- 
veyors, ambulance stations, and the fire 
brigade.

TEAPOT DOME NEW TRIAL 
POSTPONED. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The re-trial of the Fall-Sinclair oil con- 
spiracy case has been postponed until April 
2nd on account of the state of health of Mr. 
Fall. , At the first hearing a mis-trial was 
declared owing to alleged tampering with the 
jury by the defence. 

[Note— The case had its beginning six years 
ago, when the Teapot Dome Naval Oil Re- 
serve was placed under the control of the 
Department of the Interior, soon after Mr. 
Albert B. Fall, one of the defendants in the 
present trial, had been made Secretary of the 
Interior, The Government leased the reserve 
in the same year to Mr. Harry F. Sinclair, 
the multi-millionaire oil magnate, who was co- 
defendant with Mr. Fall in the case. Investi- 
gations were made in 1922 into the circum- 
stances of the lease, and, as the outcome of 
civil proceedings, the lease was set aside. 
Last October criminal proceedings were taken 
against Mr. Fall and Mr. Sinclair, the charge 
being one of conspiracy to defraud the 
Government. The trial came to a halt on 
November 2nd, when the Grand Jury began

VITAL ISSUES TO BE

“The general election cannot be post- 
poned much more than another year, and it 
is not too much to say that the fate of the 
Empire will depend upon the result of. that 
election,” said Lord Cushendun at Market 
Harborough last night. 

The peace of the world was now on @ 
firmer footing than it was two years. ago, 
largely due to the persistent and patient 
statesmanship of Sir Austen Chamberlain. 
the Fereign Secretary. 

THE GOVERNMENT’S RECORD. 

In a speech at Bideford, Devonshire, last 
night the Attorney-General (Sir Douglas 
Hogg) claimed that the Government deserved 
the confidence which the country had placed 
in it. Sir Austen Chamberlain by his work 
at, Geneva, he said, had set an example which 
the statesmen of other countries had been 
fain to copy in making those meetings a real 
opportunity for the peoples of the world to 
get to know one another better and trust one 
another more. 

Dealing with the manner in which the 
general strike was met, Sir Douglas Hogs 
said that no Government could have defeate 
it unaided. He acknowledged the country’s 
help, but said it was almost the hand of 
Providence which decreed that a Conservative 
Government should be in office at the time. 

Turning to the despatch of troops to China, 
he contended that the Government’s policy 
was justified by events and compared it 
with the Socialist attitude. He was not 
afraid of what the verdict of the con- 
stituencies will be upon the issue of China. 

Referring to the Trades Disputes Act, Sir 
Douglas spoke of what he described as the 
futility of the Socialist threat to smash the 
measure. It was a more miserable fiasco than 
perhaps could be remembered in the lifetime 
of anybody in that hall. Trade unionists 
welcomed the Act as protective against 
oppression. 

Sir Douglas repudiated the allegation that 
the Government was not in earnest about 
disarmament, and quoted statistics to show 
how the armaments of Great Britain had 
been substantially decreased compared with 
the standard just before the war. He urged 
the importance of national economy, remark- 
ing that the heaviest handicap of manufac- 
turers was the burden of taxation, which, he 
declared, would be increased under the 
Socialist policy. 

LABOU READY. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, addressing a 
meeting at Airdrie, where he was presented 
with the freedom of the burgh yesterday, 
referred to Mr. Baldwin’s letter to the Prim- 
rose League them to prepare for a 
general election, and said, amid _ cheers,

POSITION. 


PROPOSALS TO MEET 
WORLD COMPETITION,

With a view to a joint conference Co se. 

of the Federation of Master Cotton Spinn rs’ 
Associations and the Cotton Spinners’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association have been for- 
warded to the operatives’ unions. They con- 
tain important proposals. i 

The Féderation recommend that companies 
whose financial situation places them outside 
the possibility of competition should be ad- 
vised to re-adjust their finances immediately 
and not to resort. to schemes which can only 
be regarded as moratoria; that the Govern- 
ment should be strongly recommended to. re- 
duce expenditure on social “services; that 
local authorities should be urged to reduce 
municipal . expenditure; that the normal 
working week should be increased from 48 to 
525 hours; that the present standard piece 
price list rates should be reduced by 25 per 
cent.. and the equivalent on other rates; 
that trade union restrictions which materially 
reduce production should be removed; that 
the bleaching, dyeing, finishing, backing and 
other organisations which have fixed standard 
charges should be asked to co-operate with 
spinners and members to secure a definite re- 
duction in their charges, and that the closest 
co-operation should be established between 
spinners, manufacturers and machinists to 
secure that merchanting shall be brought to 
the highest state of efficiency. The Federation 
udd that the decrease in production due to 
the alteration of hours had contributed very 
largely to their position in competition for 
the world’s trade. 

WAGES AND WORKING HOURS. 

The Manufacturers’ Association make re- 
commendations which follow those closely, 
but they consider the wages reduction should 
be conditional on the cperatives accepting the 
increase in hours. They also press for the 
abolition of ali political measures which ad- 
versely handicap the cotton trade in foreign 
competition, and for an inquiry into freights 
and carriage charges. 

It would appear, they say, that unless there 
is a complete change of outlook and method 
they could not hope, on the present method of 
marketing, for more than four-fifths of their 
productive capacity to be handled. The 
remedy was closer co-operation on the part 
of all sections of the trade, and arc nag 
between the producing and distributing sec- 
tions. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Mr. Naesmith, Secretary of the Operative 
Weavers’ Amalgamation, interviewed yester- 
day, said that he could not see that an in- 
crease in hours and a reduction in wages were 
going to help the trade. The proposals were 
just an immediate salve to assist the manufac- 
turers in recovering part of the coarser trade. 

‘The way out, to my mind, lies in raising 
the living and working standards of those 
nations which are competitive. Side by side 
with the development in their standards we 
have got to adjust our own industry. These 
competitive countries have got a new industry, 
and‘ are developing it on national lines, Ours 
is an old industry, and the policy of 
laissez faire has operated, with the result 
that Lancashire has now numberless small 
firms totally inadequate for modern require- 
ments. Some of them have got to go out. 
It is a hard truth to have to face, but, never- 
theless, it is there. 

‘* At the moment our trade is confronted with 
the difficulty of producing more than it can 
sell, and I cannot say that a reduction of 
wages and an increase in hours are going to 
have any effect on the prices of our goods 
or stimulate the demand for them.”’

DEFENCE OF GOVERN- 
MENT’S POLICY. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Reinforcements numbering more than a 
thousand embarked to-day for Nicaragua, 
to participate in a punitive expedition 
against General Sandino. 

With Major-General Lejeune, the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, and 
Brigadier-General Feland, who. will be in 
command of the expedition, 390 mem sailed 
from Charleston on board the cruisers 
'renton, Raleigh and Milwaukee. 

A ferce of 492 officers and men em- 
barked at San Diego, while the mine- 
sweeper Oglala, at Norfolk, took on board 
450 men bound for the Central American 
frout. 

The reinforcement detachments will be 
concentrated at Corinto. 

DIVERSE CRITICISM. 
‘“Tue Times’? CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Recent engagements between United 
States marines and General Sandino’s 
troops have created a feeling of uneasi- 
ness in the public mind with regard to 
the general position of the United States 
in Nicaragua. The Government is at- 
tacked by Democrats in Congress, Senator 
Heffin and others alleging that “the 
golden wand .of Wall street ” sways the 
policy of the Coolidge Administration in 
Nicaragua. The Republican organ, the 
New York Herald-Tribune, however, de- 
fends the Government as simply pursuing 
in Nicaragua a policy based on the law 
and on a long series of American pre 
cedents, and describes the action of the 
marines against Sandino as part of the 
activities of the United States troops, 
where intervention was officially solicited. 

The New York Times (Moderate 
Democratic) says that the collision is un- 
fortunate at the moment when Colonel 
Lindbergh’s flight had improved the 
prospects of an amicable atmosphere at 
the Havana Pan-American Conference, 
and points out “the painful contrast be- 
tween what we really wish to do and what 
we find ourselves compelled to do. The 
whole thing is a mischance, which is often 
worse in international relations than a 
crime. There is nothing for our Govern- 
ment to do but go straight ahead with the 
programme of keeping the peace in 
Nicaragua, and overseeing the next presi- 
dential election there, after which it will 
withdraw as speedily as possible.”’ 

The Democratic organ, the World, 
points out the distinction between the 
general position of the United States in 
Nicaragua and the particular question of 
attacking General Sandino, and says that 
it. would be sufficient to draw a cordon 
round Sandino and leave him in his hills. 
The World advises President Coolidge to 
lay the whole problem before the Pan- 
American Conference, and ask the Latin- 
American neighbours to join the United 
States in working out a better policy for 
countries like Nicaragua.

KEEPING EGGS FRESH 
FOR YEARS. 


ELECTRIC STERILIZING 
MACHINE, 

The electric egg sterilizing machine is now 
an accomplished fact. A large machine, 
capable of dealing with 36,000 eggs per hour, 
recently has been installed by a firm of egg 
distributors. 

The machine consists of a long, travelling, 
endless tray, driven by an electric motor of 
one-half horse-power; a sterilizing tank, con- 
taining forty-five gallons of oil; and eight 
electric immersion heaters, which auto- 
matically maintain the oil at a constant 
temperature of 255 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Sterilization is accomplished by auto- 
matically dipping the eggs in the oil for three- 
and-a-half seconds, as the oil fills the pores 
in the eggshells and prevents air from enter- 
ing. It is claimed that tests have been made 
which indicate that the eggs so treated keep 
odourless and fresh for yéars. 

The outstanding achievement of this 
machine is the ease with which the tempera- 
ture can be controlled, as this is the most 
essential factor in any process of eterilizing 
eggs. Similar machines, heated gas, 
steam, and oil have been tried; but it was 
found that, although the fuel costs were about 
the same. close heat regulation could only be 
obtained with electricity.

CONFLICTING VIEWS IN

“A VERY BAD TIME.” 


- 


Does farming pay in Great Britain? This 
question was put yesterday by a reporter to 
Mr. J. B. Guild, joint secretary of the Eng- 
lish Farmers’ Union, and Mr. R. B. Walker, 
general secretary of the National Union of 
Agricultural Workers. Their views did not 
coincide, 

The question arose out of a statement made 
by Dr, J. B. McDougall, medical director of 
the Preston Hall Colony, Maidstone, Kent, 
when describing the industrial activities of 
the tuberculous patients to a conference of 
health visitors and nurses in London. Dr. 
‘McDougall said: “ We abhor everything to 
do with farming and gardening; it is not a 
paying game.” 


THE FARMERS’ VIEW. 

** There is no doubt,” said Mr. Guild, “hat 
in the staple branches of the industry the 
position to-day is more critical than it has 
ever been. Agriculture, of course, is made 
up of a number of distinct branches, and there 
may be individuals who, owing to particularly 
fortunate local circumstances, are able to 
carry on without loss; but the Government 
itself has admitted that agriculture is passing 
through a very bad time. 

“ Lord Bledisloe, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Agriculture, has given 
the three principal causes of the present state 
of affairs. They are—First, the effects of 


currency changes—the sudden return by the 


Government to the gold exchange standard ; 
second, the operation of the Agricultural 
Wages Regulation Act; and, thirdly, the 
effect of the Argentine meat war. 


GOVERNMENT BLAMED, 
“I may point out that the first 
these causes are entirely the result of Govern. 
ment action. 
‘*Those who 
ment’s failure to redeem their 
pledges to farmers have made great play 
recently with the official figures as to the 
annual number of failures under bankruptcy 
and deeds or arrangement in farming. They 
point out that the number in 1926—342 
although it was considerably above the pre 
war average, showed a slight decrease on the 
preceding years, and they ask whether in the 
light of these figures the picture of the 
resent state of agriculture in this country 
sé not been drawn a little too darkly and 
sombrely. It is a pity that these critics did 
not take the trouble, as they might have done, 
to ascertain the facts for the past year. 

‘* For the first three quarters of 1927 the 
number is 343, as against 254 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year—an increase of 
40 per cent. At present there is no sign of an 
improvement in agriculture.” 


THE LABOURERS’ VIEW. 

A very different story was told by Mr. 

Walker. ‘‘If Dr. McDougall means that 
farming as a branch activity for sanatoria is 
not a remunerative proposition,’’ he said, “I 
have no doubt that he is right. If he is sug- 
geting that the agricultural industry gener- 
ally is not a paying game, I certainly do not 
agree with him. 
““On the real position of farming, we 
have evidence from farmers, in the money 
that they leave when they die. Six hun- 
dred farmers whose wills were published 
during the last eighteen months left estates 
to the value altogether of twelve and a half 
million pounds. Farming bankruptcies, on 
the other hand, are comparatively few. 

“ From the worker’s point of view, agri- 
culture does not. offer a very attractive career 
under present conditions. It is, indeed, hard 
work, and poorly paid. The average wage of 
a farm labourer is between 3ls, and 32s. a 


week, 
SICKNESS. 

** People who think that agriculture 1s an 
extremely healthy occupation would probably. 
receive a shock if they were to examine our 
statistics relating to sickness and mortality. 

‘The fact is that, owing to poor rates of 
pay, many of our people do not get proper 
nourishment. When they get knocked over 
by illness they go under quickly, because 
they have no reserves of strength to draw 
upcn.” 

In view of the remarks made both by Mr. 
Guild and Mr. Waiker regarding farming 
bankruptcies, the official figures published 
by the Board of Trade are interesting. The 
number of bankruptcies and deeds of arrange- 
ment were :—1924, 500; 1925, 368; 1926, 342.
